E ven if the Japanese military 

parly achieves ail its desires. Japan's funda¬ 
mental economic and social needs will still be unsatis¬ 
fied. and the Japanese Government will be compelled 
sooner or later to moderate its exclusive claim to 
dominate eastern Asia, asserts Sir Frederick Whyte, 
well-known British authority on the Far East, and 
formerly advisor to the Nanking Government, m the 
March Pacific Affairs, quarterly journal of the In¬ 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 

Claiming that direct action by Western Powers 
can be of Utile use in dealing with the immediate crisis 
in north China, the writer holds that “the Far Eastern 
problem" will continue unsolved, unless a new long- 
range policy can be devised to promote the economic 
> mlernts of others, besides Japan and China, possessing 
a stake in the Far East.

"Even if his report is not published, it will pul 
the British Treasury and Foreign Office in possession 
of facts and judgments of the utmost importance. 
Japan's final choice is economic; it requires access to 
foreign markets and foreign credit. The nature of 
its crisis links Japan to the world more closely than its 
military leaders have ever realized, and. it will be in 
Japan's economic relations with the rest of the world, 
ancf not with Chins. Manchuria and Mongolia alone, 
that its problem will be solved.” 

At' a preliminary to a "new economic policy" for 
the Far East, the writer calls for a thorough going 
"survey of Japanese requirements in raw materials, of

S OME STARTLING FIGURES RELATIVE 

to the health conditions of the children of 
British Columbia were given by Dr. Cyril Wace at 
the annual meeting of the Queen Alexandra Solarium 
yeaterday afternoon. Out of a total pf 97,603 who 
were examined by medical officer* in the school* 
during the year 1933-34. more than 75,400 were re¬ 
ported to be defeOWe to-amJt * »* <° be m- 

cluded in the medical report, and of there nearly 
8,400 were auffering from malnutrition. _ The report* 
for the pupil* in the Normal and High * boo It were 
Karcely more favorabl e, the percenta ge of phytkal" 
defective* being over fifty in the one care and nearly 
that much in the other. Of 21.217 children ex¬ 
amined in ihe rural and auisled rehool* the percent¬ 
age of defects wa* 111.29. which meant that tome 
of the youngater* had more than one defect each. 

There condition*. Dr. Wace pointed out. were 
especially pertinent to the first ideal of the founder* 
of the Solarium which was “the prevention of illneu 
in delicate children." and he *aw in them ample jus¬ 
tification for the widest support for the institution. 
He also urged that any Health Insurance programme 
for the province be bared as far ar possible upon the 
necessity of preventing or remedying physical defects 
among the children and adolescents. 

The loss to the country through failure to prevent | 
T. or remedy the physical duabilitics of its young people 
is beyond calculation. In money term* it eventually 
runs into many millions. But that is not the^vorst 
aspect of it. These defects impair the potential quality 
of citizenship, handicapping energy, ability and in¬ 
dustry. and for that handicap the province must pay. 
The work of the Queen Alexandra Solarium and 
flic Crippled Children's Hospital in "Vancouver, 
therefore, is of inestimable value to British Columbia', 
but these two institutions have merely scratched the 
surface of the problem. Their sphere of usefulness 
should be appreciably enlarged, and this requires a 
wider measure of support from the public. The 
Solarium last year had an operating deficit of some 
$6,000 whadkmust be made good, but that is a minor 
consideration m proportion to the beneficent result* 
achieved in that period. The transformation of help¬ 
less little children into physically capable potential 
citizen* of tomorrow is worth many tunes the money 
expended upon dm splendid institution. 

Whatever society may owe. in an economic sense, , 
to those who constitute it. it can not escape its obliga- 
" lion to tho'se who are afflicted with physical disa¬ 
bilities, particularly crippled or otherwise defective 
children wbo can not help themselves. On this point 
it is unnecessary to say more than was said by Mr. 
Lanigcn. president of the SoIiihhh. in the annua] 
report of the directors: "It u obviously the respon¬ 
sibility of our own citizenship to see that no child 
lacks proper nourishment, that no little one lacks 
proper care, that none is deprived of that natural 
heritage of childhood, health and happiness. To 
this objective we again enlist your support. This 
institution can only exist and extend its efforts, its 
efficiency, its facilities, through the cooperation and 
financial support of those who feel the full responsi¬ 
bility of Christian citizenship, their responsibility to 
the crippled and helpless little ones, and their response
